An announcement of much im- 
portance to local grape growers, 


if the plans materialize as they 
seem likely to do, was made 
today in Los Angeles by Rex B. 
Goodcell, formerly U. S. internal 
revenue collector. Mr. Goodcell 
announced plans for a $2,500,000 
grape by-products manufacturing 
plant to be located at Cucamon- 
ga. The plant will produce such 
by-products as cream of tarter, 
tartaric acid, industrial alcohol, 
fertilizer and other commodities. 
Associated in the undertakng 
are Warren H. Kerr, investment 
broker; Albert C. Martin, archi- 
tect; C. Lucero, of Cucamonga, 
and others. . 
Negotiations, according to 
Goodcell and Kerr, already have 
“tied up” for the corporation the 
J. B. Lafourcade winery and vine- 
yard at Cucamonga, which it is

unit of the works when $500,000 
is realized from stock sales. 
Not only will the plant take 
grapes, Martin said, but it will be 
able to use wine that is stored 
in California warehouses and now 
is more or less of a white ele- 
phant on the hands of its owners. 
It is believed, Goodcell said, that 
grapes can be bought at $20 a 
ton and handled successfully by 
the plant. This, he said, is a 
price sufficiently high to enable 
growers to operate profitably. 


Goodcell and Martin said the 
California Vineyardists’ Associa- 
tion is observing the develop- 


ments with interest, inasmuch as 
California’s production of grapes 
now far exceeds the orderly and 


profitable means, in general, of 
getting them used with profit to 
the grower.
